(57) An amusement-with-pnzes 
machine 2 which is coin - or token - 
freed, there being a slot (not shown) on a 
fascia 1 for receipt of a coin or to ken to 
start a game, and various buttons to 
select different features such as a "1 Op" 
game button 3 and a "20p" game button 
4. 

The machine 2 includes means to 
apportion a prize into a first portion and 
a second portion and means to 
increment or decrement at least part of 
one of the portions of the prize whereby 
a second prize may be obtained.

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SPECIFICATION 

Amusement wfth prizes machines 

5 The invention relates to coin - or token • freed amuse- 
ment with prizes machines, such as fruit machines. 

According to the invention there Is provided an 
amusement with prizes machine which Is coin -or 
token -freed, including means to determine a prize, 
10 means to apportion the prize into a first portion end a 
second portion, and means to Increment ordecre- 
ment at (east part of one of said portions of the prize 
whereby a second prize may be obtained. 

Using the invention It Is therefore possible to pro- 
15 vide effectively a multi-start game using a single In- 
itial coin or token. 

The machine may Include means whereby when a 
jackpot is attai ned on operation of the means to In- 
crement or decrement the portion of the prize, said 
20 jackpot is automatically paid out. 

The means to Increment ordecrement the at least 
part of one of said portions may be adapted to incre- 
ment the whole of said one portion in a single additi- 
onal game. 

25 There may be means whereby, when said one por- 
tion is decremented to zero, the other po rtion may be 
incremented or decremented. 

Alternatively, there may be means whereby the 
other portion is paid out 

30 An amusement with prizes machine embodying 
the invention is hereinafter described, byway of ex- 
ample with reference to the accompanying drawing, 
which shows a schematic layout of the fascia of one 
machine according to the I n vention. 

35 Referring to the drawing there is shown a fascia 1 
of an amusement 11 with-prizes machine 2 which is 
coin- or token- freed, there being a slot (not shown) 
for receipt of a coin or token to start a game, and var- 
ious buttons to select different features such as a 

40 "1 Op' game button 3 and a "20p' game button 4. 
The machine 2 includes means to apportion a prize 
into a first portion and a second portion and meansto 
Increment or decrement at least part of one of the 
portions of the prize whereby a second prize may be 

45 obtained. 

Thus on insertion of a coin or token, say a 20p coin, 
in the slot and pressing one of the buttons 3 or 4 and 
playing a game. If say a £10 prize is achieved, this Is 
shown in the panel 5, and the pa nel 6 Is II lum inated to 

50 show that the win can be collected//? toto, or part can 
be gambled by pressing an accumulator button of 
the buttons 7-1 5. Thus if £5 is to be gambled the 
button 1 5 is pressed. If all of the part gambled is dec- 
remented (lost) the remaining portion can either be 

55 gambled, orcoliected by pressing an appropriate 
button 7-1 5. On the other hand, If the gambled part of 
the prize is incremented (a win) then this appears In 
the panel 5, and part of this win can be used as before 
for trying to increment (or decrement) that part of the 

60 prize of the second game. Thus several games, or a 
multi-start game can be played for an Initial stake. 
When a p re-determined prize limit Is achieved, or the 
player wishes to collect, he can do so by pressing a 
button to pay out his accumulated prizes, and the 

65 game is over. Alternatively, If the prizes are lost, the 



game is over too. 

The machine may have usual physical reels, or 
may have a video screen on which the reels appea r. 

70 CLAIMS 

1. An amusement with prizes machine which is 
coin • or token h freed, comprising meansto deter- 
mine a prize, means to apportion the prize Into a first 

75 portion and a second portion, and means to incre- 
mentordecrementat least part of one of said port- 
Ions of the prize whereby a second prize may be ob- 
tained. 

2. A machine according to Claim 1, comprising 
80 means whereby when a jackpot is attained on oper- 
ation of the meansto increment or decrement the 
portion of the prize, said jackpot Is automatical ly paid 
out. 

3. A machine according to Claim 1 or Claim 2, the 
85 meansto increment or decrement the at least part of 

one of said portions being adapted to increment the 
whole of said one portion in a single additional 
game. 

4. A machine according to any preceding claim, 
90 including means whereby, when said one portion is 

decremented to zero, the other portion is incremen- 
ted or decremented. 

5. A machine according to any of Claims 1 to4, 
Including means whereby the other portion is paid 

95 out when said one portion is incremented or dec- 
remented.

3. A machine according to Claim 1 or Claim 2, the 
65 means to increment or decrement the at least part of 

one of said portions being adapted to increment the 
whole of said one portion in a single additional 
game. 

4. A machine according to any preceding claim, 
90 including means whereby, when SBid one portion is 

decremented to zero, the other portion is incremen- 
ted ordecremented.
